Vandalism 
On Increase 


Vandalism and malicious damage 
is on the increase locally, but not 
as bad as in other communities, 
Jack Berberian, supervisor of 
general services reports. 

His men have been busy this 
summer making repairs to 
damaged public school property, 
mostly broken windows, but some 
of the men have had to turn to 
shingling. 

At the Bancroft school, it has 
become common practice for 
youthful vandals to strip off 
shingles from the roof. In many 
areas of the building the roof ex- 
tends to almost ground level. 

The school department has had 
shingles on hand to replace the 
damage and increased attention is 
being given to the Bancroft area, 
Anyone found causing damage will 
be prosecuted, 

Window damage has been severe. 

For example on one weekend 
shortly after the close of school 
in June, 52 windows were broken 
in the Shawsheen school. 

On a recent weekend 14 large 
windows were broken in the Stowe 
school. 

Despite this, however, Berberian 
feels this town has been 
‘*fortunate,’? in comparison with 
reports he has from other com- 
munities where public property 
damage through vandalism has 
been much greater.

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Editorial Comment 


Massachusetts Education 


In Massachusetts, there is a profound inequality among 
schools and school systems in the quality and quantity of 
school services available to students. 

This observation is contained in the summary report of 
a study of the Massachusetts Department of Education 
made by the Lincoln Filene Center of Tufts University 
just published. 

The study was commissioned by the Massachusetts Ad- 
visory Council on Education and undertaken in collabora- 
tion with the Massachusetts Educational Conference 
Board. It was launched in April, 1969 and completed in 
June of this year. 

One of the objectives of the study was to examine the 
extent to which the recommendations of the Willis- 
Harrington Commission, made in 1965, have been im- 
plemented. ‘Another was to contribute toward the shaping 
of educational policy for the next five years, especially 
since a new Secretary for Educational Affairs with wide 
authority over all public school education will be appoint- 
ed by the governor in the spring of 1971. 

The report stresses that the state must take a much 
larger role in public school education. 

In a foreword to the report, William C. Gaige, director of 
research for the Advisory Council says: 

‘Though education is a state function, practices and 
traditions in Massachusetts have, more than in most 
states, delegated the control and determination of curricu- 
lum, instruction and staffing of education programs to the 
towns and cities. The explosion of knowledge; the accele- 
ration of technology; the rapid growth in population; the 
mobility of population, with consequent loss of people in 
cities and rural areas and the separation of the majority 
of the population into ghettos of poverty and enclaves of 
affluence; and inequalities of educational opportunity — 
all of these demand that the state play a much stronger 
and more active role in assuring good education. ”’ 

John S. Gibson, director of the Lincoln Filene Center 
and director of the study echos much the same thought 
when he states: 

‘Public school education is a legal and constitutional 
responsibility of the state government. The Department of 
Education, under the authority of the Massachusetts Board 
of Education, is the governmental agency charged with 
carrying out these responsibilities. Over a span of more 
than 300 years, however, considerable authority in the 
management and conduct of the public schools has been 
delegated by the state to, and has been assumed by local 
towns and cities. Consequently, we witness today a 
spectrum of quality in the public schools, running from 
systems that are among the best in the United States to 
ones that inadequately serve the educational needs of stu- 
dents. ‘It is imperative, therefore, that the Massachusetts 
Department of Education be equipped to help all school 
systems to strive toward higher levels of quality in educa- 
tion and toward greater equality of educational opportunity 
for our more than 1.4 million public school students. m 

The Filene Center’s report recommends that the Depart- 
ment of Education undertake a number of reforms with 
respect to its internal operations, especially in the area 
of administrative procedures, reducing duplication of ef- 
fort and programs in certain areas, improving legislative 
and fiscal processes, organization of specific divisions 
and bureaus, training of personnel, and planning. 

The researchers suggest that if the major function of the 
Department of education is to enforce extensive mandates, 
then its central role is that of a policeman and not a 
leader or a provider of school services of quality. 

‘‘We feel that the emphasis at the Department should be 
on the carrot and not on the stick. It cannot assume a 
leadership position, and it cannot allocate its personnel 
and resources to provide effective services, if it must be 
a policeman and concentrate on enforcing the mandates,”’ 
the report states, 

Entitled ‘‘Proposals for Progress in the ’70’s,”’ the 
Filene Center report is must reading for educators and 
those interested in better education, and that is just about 
everyone.

“This litter is one of the greatest sources of our solid 
waste disposal problem and a threat to our environment. 
It could be greatly reduced by re-cycling and re-use of 
such bottles and cans,’’ Morse says. 

This legislation should have strong bipartisan support. 
It’s time that some curb was put on making the highways

Bouncing checks have found their 
way tothe Internal Revenue Service 
in Andover, of all places. 

More than 18,000 New England 
and New York taxpayers, including 
businesses, have been assessed 
penalities for dishonored check 
payments, William E, Williams, 
District Director, says. 

The checks, totaling $18 million, 
were received during the past six 
months. Approximately 6000 came 
from individual taxpayers. 

Penalities are assessed on a 
varying basis. Checks of $2 - $5 
are assessed the amount of the 
check, A $5 penalty is charged on 
checks $5 - $500 and at one per- 
cent of a check more than $500, 

In addition to the bad check 
penalty, IRS has a monthly one- 
half percent interest charge up to 
6 percent a year from the due 
date of the return to the date of 
repayment. An additional penalty 
under the Tax Reform Act of 1969 
required one-half percent monthly 
penalty for failure to timely pay 
the net amount due. For each 
month, or part thereof, the non- 
payment continues, IRS imposes 
this penalty up to a maximum of 
25 percent. It is in addition to 
the one-half percent monthly in- 
terest rate currently charged for 
unpaid amounts. 

IRS said it does not charge in- 
terest if a dishonored check in- 
volves an estimated tax payment, 
but does assess the penalty for 
processing

Veterans’ 
Benefits 
Increased 


The Veterans Administration 
reported today that a bill the 
President signed Aug. 12 will in- 
crease monthly compensation pay- 
ments for most of two million 
veterans who incurred disabilities 
during military service. 

Administrator of Veterans Af- 
fairs Donald E. Johnson said the 
eight to 12 percent increases will 
be retroactive to July 1. 

He said veterans will receive 
their regular monthly checks for 
Aug. on Sept. 1, computed at the 
old rate. Later, in early Sept., 
most veterans will receive another 
check which will reflect the retro- 
active increases fro July and Aug, 
The following month -- on Oct. 
1 -- regular monthly checks will 
include the increases. 

Johnson stressed that since the 
increased payments are automatic, 
veterans need not contact the VA 
to receive them. 

He said the 12 percent increase 
goes to totally disabled veterans, 
including those who also receive 
additional compensation for such 
disabilities as deafness, blindness, 
and the loss of -- or loss of use 
of -- arms and feet.

from $400 to $450 a month. 

Those with a 90 percent rating 
will be increased from $226. to 
$250 a month; 80 percent dis- 
ability, $201 to $223; 70 percent 
$174 to $193; 60 percent, $147 
to $163, and 50 percent, $122 to 
$135. 

(The additional allowances for 
dependents of veterans rated 50 
percent or more, also are being 
increased.) 

Other increases are as follows: 
40 percent, $89 to $96; 30 per- 
cent, $65 to $70; 20 percent, 
$43 to $46; and 10 percent, $23 
to $25 a month. 

The new law also permits re- 
storation to compensation rolls 
the remarried widows of veterans 
whose remarriages end in death 
or divorce. This provision be- 
comes effective next Jan. 1. 

The VA Administrator said 
another provision, which would 
affect comparatively few veterans, 
would presume certain illnesses of 
former prisoners of war during 
World War II, the Korean Con- 
flict, and the Vietnam era to be 
service-connected for purposes of 
compensation payments.

Standard International Corpora- 
tion (NYSE), has reported that 
sales and earnings in fiscal year 
1970 set all-time records for the 
seventh consecutive year. Fore- 
casting that the company would 
*‘again reach new highs’’ in the 
current fiscal year ending June 30, 
1971, President Daniel E, Hogan 
stated that Standard International 
is in a strong financial position 
and that backlogs and incoming 
orders at most divisions are 
**very healthy.’’ 

Sales in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1970 rose slightly to 
$110,488,000 from a_ restated 
$108,916,000 inthe preceding year. 
Net earnings increased to$5, 103, - 
000 or $1.32 per share, up from 
$5,078,000, or $1.30 per share 
(before extraordinary items) the 
year before. All figures were 
restated to include pooling-of-in- 
terests acquisitions, a 5-for-4 
stock split in December, 1968, and 
a 5 percent stock dividend paid in 
December 1969, 

Mr. Hogan expressed satisfac- 
tion with the company’s ‘‘ex- 
cellent performance, which was 
accomplished in the face of an 
economic decline.’’ He added, 
however, that Standard would have 
attained ‘‘substantially higher 
earnings”? had it not been for a 
series of area-wide or industry 
strikes -- such as the ten-week 
printing strike in Cincinnati, the 
lengthy trucking strike and the 
postal strike -- which materially 
affected most major divisions of 
the company. 

Mr. Hogan continued, ‘‘Witha 
reasonable economic climate, we 
anticipate substantial growth in 
the year ahead.’’ He stated that 
the pace of incoming business at 
most major divisions is excellent, 
and the company’s profit-improve- 
ment programs should make. im- 
portant contributions to earnings 
in the new fiscal year. He noted 
that July sales ran 24 percent 
ahead of last July, and that if the 


present trend continues, the first . 


fiscal quarter ending September 
30 should be substantially aheadof 
any similar period.

Cross Co., in which Standard has | 


a 46.5 percent interest. In calen- 
dar year 1969, A. T. Cross earned 
$1.6 million on sales of $16.2 
million.
